Mr. Newett’s statement follows: 

I was born on a farm near Janesville, 
Wis., in 1856, and lived there until I 
was about 16 years of age. 

I obtained my education in the dis- 
trict school in that vicinity, working on 
the farm summers and going to school 
winters.. I came to Marquette county in 
1873 and have lived here ever since. In 
1874 I began working for the Iron Home, 
the Srst paper published in Ishpeming, 
and have ever since been engaged in 
newspaper work in this ‘county. 

In ‘1879 I left the Iron Home and 
started the publication of a paper of 
my own and have continued its publica- 
tion from then until the present time. 
This paper is known.as Iron Ore. 

The Iron Ore is a weekly paper 
which contains the usual local news 
published in such papers in communities 
like Ishpeming and in addition specializes 
in mining news, covering not only the 
mining districts of Michigan, but else- 
where. 

In October, 1912, it had a circulation 
of from 2500 to 3000, four fifths of which 
was confined to the county of Marquette 
and the greater part of the remainder 
to other towns in the upper peninsula. 

I do not use wines or liquors, myself 
in any form, and I am an absolute tee- 
totaler, having strong convictions on this 
subject. Neither do I use tobacco in any 
form. 

In 1896 I was appointed commissioner 
of mining statistics for the state of 
Michigan, a position I had four years, 
covering two terms, my first appoint- 
ment having been made by Governor 
Rich and my reappointment by Gover- 
nor Pingree. In 1905 I was appointed 
postmaster at Ishpeming by the plaintiff 
of this case and held that office for four 
years, at the end of which term I re- 
signed. I have also held various posi- 
tions on civic boards in the city of 
Ishpeming and am now president of 
the Ishpeming Advancement Associa- 
tion.

Prior to 1912 I had been for many 
years qa strong supporter of Theodore 
Roosevelt, recognizing him as the great 
Republican leader and had frequently 
published editorials and other articles 
in Iron Ore commending him and ap- 


ean vessels from the proposed 5 per cent | 


reduction, it was seen, would no-» com- 

pensate for the diplomatic embarrass- 

ments and money losses sure to follow a 

trade war.

For the decoration of northern gardens 
there are no more beautiful or desirable 
shrubs than the azajeas of eastern North 
America. There are seven species of these 
plants and they are now all called rhodo- 
dendrons by botanists, and in the Arbore- 
tum all azaleas 
drons. The first species to bloom, R. 
Vaseyi, begins to flower the beginning of 
May and the flowers of the last, R. vis- 
cosum, can be found here as late as the 
middle of July, so that the azalea sea- 
son is a long one. The flowers are pro- 
duced before the leaves appear in small 
compact clusters and are pure pink in 
color, but occasionally plants are found 
with nearly white flowers. 

The next to bloom are the two pink- 
flowered species, R. canescens and R, 
nudiflorum; the former is a northern and 
the latter a southern plant, especially 
cemmon in the gulf states. The flowers 
of these plants open before or with the 
unfolding of the leaves, and in early 
spring fill the woods with beauty and 
fragrance. Both species can now be seen 
in flower on Azalea path, and thére is 
a large mass of azalea canescens on the 
right-hand side of the Meadow road in 
fronts of the Linden group. 

The flame-colored Azalea is the next 
species to flower, and is already begin- 
ning to open its orange, yellow or red- 
dish flowers. A large mass of this 
azalea has been planted on the slope 
below Azalea path and occasional large 
specimens can be seen in the border 
plantations along the roads.

That the present immigration law 
has’ but little effect in retarding 
the great influx of aiiens, 1,033,- 
212 of whom applied for admission in 
the last fiscal year with only 1.4 per 
cent excluded for all causes, is the declar- 
ation of Daniel J. Keefe, commissioner 
general of the bureau of immigration 
and naturalization, in a statement issued 
today. 

“Notwithstanding the mandatory pro- 
visions of the law,” says Mr. Keefe, “it 
has been difficult in the past to deport 
even when the aliens are defective. It 
has become customary 
philanthropic societies to appeal in be- 
half of rejected aliens, and in taking 
such appeals little or no consideration is 
given to the merits of the cases, the de- 
sire being in any event to land the alien. 

“Present indicationg-are that for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1913, there 
will be approximately 1,375,000 appli- 
cants for admission and that the percen- 
tage of exclusions will not exceed that of 
the previous year. This great influx, 
composed largely of unskilled laborers, 
undoubtedly is due largely to the ac- 
tivities of ticket agents and others, who 
sol.cit and induce aliens to miprate. 

The Burnctt-Dillingham bill, passed at 
the last session of Congress, but vetoed

Eight nations 

to date have expressed more or less agree- 

ment with the plan, some indorsing it out- 

right, and others wishing to know about some 

details not included in the original ‘statement but approving in the 

main. Other countries have made known a sympathetic interest in 

the general plan of mediation and conciliation prior to declaration of 

war. So that on the whole the “pacifist” framer of a foreign pol- 

icy Is much encouraged with the outlook, especially as he has assur- 

ance that if treaties embodying the proposition find their way before 
the Senate they will not be opposed. ' 

An onlooker cannot but come to the conclusion that, as com- 
pared with the more elaborate plans of the Taft arbitration policy, 
this newest scheme represents a minimum of formal adhesion to 
the principle of impartial, judicial determination of international 
disputes. But in the light of the record of the Senate for the past 
decade or two, why not take half a loaf when a whole one cannot be 
gained? Anything that binds nations to even tenuous and briet 
negotiations supplementary to those of diplomacy 1s to be com- 
mended. 

Unfortunately the United States just now is hampered, trom 
the theoretical standpoint at least, in arguing fpr more friendly rela- 
tions with other nations, by. an attitude toward treaty obligations 
which is far from conducive to friendliness on the part of rival 
peoples. The cases are so numerous that it is quite impossible to 
minimize the gravity of the situation created thereby. However, it 
is reassuring to hear from Washington that the new tariff act 1s to 
be amended so as not to carry the original provisions conflicting 
with many foreign trade treaties. Similar discretion shown with 
respect to the- Panama tolls exemption law will immediately lessen 
the strain on traditional friendly relations with Great Britain. 

One of the ablest of American jurists and authorities on inter- 
national law, whose opportunities during the past winter have been 
exceptionally good for sounding the opinion of [:urope toward 
America, is known to have come to the opinion that there is far 
more latent hostility toward the United States than’ most -Americans 
suspect, and this very largely owing to a reputation tor a diplomacy 
that exacts much from a friend but gives little in return, and that

invariably insists on treaty interpretation in the light of American 


advantage.

Hampshire. In this latest book he sets forth, . 
trom the standpoint of. am advocate of 
“social Christianitv,’ some of the problems 
of the church of today especially as they 
face urban adherents, supporters, and leaders.. Whether he has done 
this task weil or not, is not the question already raised by many 
reviewers of the book \s critics of literature they charge him 
with descent from the plane of the arttst to that of the polemicist 
and propagandist. Where he once bade fair to be a popular depic- 
tor of the romantic, historical movements of an earher day in 
national lite, he is now: looked upon askance as a contemporary 
‘eformer, bound to use fiction as Harriet Beecher Stowe did 1n her 
dav, and Helen Hunt Jackson 1n hers. 

Of course, the possibility of such eriticism following his writing 
of this book was not absent from the thought of the author; but his 
statement as to how he came toé write the story and what he hopes 
it will do show distinctly that he is not in the mood now to care how 
much pitv or detraction he may call forth from critics ot didactic 
fiction. Where Tolstoi, Thackeray and George Eliot have trod, 
he will not hesitate to go. And if it involves just criticism of the 
craftsmanship, or lack of it, which he has shown in making his tusion 
£ polemics and imagination, or if he is proved guilty occasionally 
of stdfking behind his characters to preach his own heresies, the 
essence of the controversy will not be touched; namely, the right 
of a novelist to use his reputation as story teller to win an audience 
for himself as an ethical teacher: to do. for instance, what Ibsen, 
working in another medium, essayed to do as a champion of individ- 
ualism, or Kipling as a singer of imperialism or Noyes as a prophet 
of pacifism. 

The great classics of literature unquestionably are such not only 
because of their stylistic form but also because ot their abiding and 
tiniversal appeal to a humanity that rises above all disputes between 
parties in church or state. The greatest type of novel ts interpreta- 
‘ive and not polemical. ‘To hold the scales even, to view lite dis- 
nassionately and objectively, is the superlative degree in art as in 
life. But there are too many illustrations of the literary or pic- 
‘orial artist putting on the didactic armor and going ftortit to war 
\aliantly against very real foes ot the race, to make it appear that 
Mr. Churchill has been guilty of exceptionally base treason.

by government experts and that the deposits 
found must be considered of great 1mpor- 
tance. “Considering the astounding. prog- 
ress that is being made in the utilization of petroleum for modern 


Ir SEEMS most timely at present, when 
efficiency is being urged as a substitute for 
protection in American trade policy, that 
attention should be directed, and in no doubt- 
ful or apologetic vein, to the enormous 
losses occasioned by clumsy and wasteful 
handling of the cotton crop of the United 
States. The bureau of railway economics 
has been carrying on an inquiry into this 
matter and its findings are somewhat 
startling. In its bulletin it is alleged as a notorious fact that cot- 
ton has been the most slovenly handled of all the agricultural prod- 
ucts of this country. The farmers, it is said. often leave it exposed 
to be damaged by rain and infiltrated by mud. Even when offered 
for shipment it is sometimes in this condition. It is trequently 
loosely baled and inadequately marked, and upon its receipt at for- 
eign ports it often looks like rag bags. The carriers have time and 
again urged greater care in packing, but without generally satisfy- 
ing results. The transatlantic lines in recent years appear to have 
been mulcted in large sums because of the poor condition in which 
cotton is delivered, and they are now enforcing rules intended to 
compel more care on the part of the shipper. The Japanese demand > 
clean cotton, and, says the bulletin, “they get what they want.” 

Government experts estimate the loss to the annual cotton crop 
of the United States from wastage and damage between the gin 
and the spinner at $50,000,000. Perhaps under present conditions 
not all of this is preventable, but the greater part of it is, and the 
railroads that are largely engaged during a part of the year in 
carrying the staple are redoubling their efforts to bring about greater 
efficiency among compressors, ginners, farmers and shippers. Says 
the bulletin: ‘“‘When those concerned in cotton-growing and ship- 
ping find that shiftlessness reacts upon their pocketbooks, it 1s prob- 
able that a better order of things will come about.” It is added that 
yot only the saving involved but the good will of the foreign con- 
sumer 1s worth while, “especially in these times when he (the for- 
eign consumer) is endeavoring to stimulate the growth of cotton 
in other countries than the United States.” On top of all this is to 
be considered the moral influence of slovenliness and shiftlessness 
in any department of industry, and, in this particular, its effect upon 
the good name ot the United States. It would not be fair to say 
that cotton handling 1s the only thing in the trade methods of this 
country demanding more efhcient treatment, but this, as a conspieu- 
ous imstance, should serve: present purposes. ‘Ameri¢an inquirers 
now abroad in the interest of trade expansion will doubtless return 
with hints as to numerous ways in which the export business of the 
nation may he improved by the ~ntusion into it of more care and 
greater skill.

town subway, replacing the present elevated

| with little public discussion. It proposes no 
Problem less an undertaking than a new tunnel under 
____|}:~sthe Charles river and the building of a sub- 
way in the oldest part of the town, offering 
difficulties that have become familiar in underground building where 
the streets are irregular and lined with structures that are compara- 
tively ancient. On the other hand, and making it still more a mat- 
ter of the highest concern, the plan contemplates the provision for 
an immense population in the region that is rapidly developing to 
the north ot the city. Both as an engineering and financial task 
and as a means of accommodating a great traffic, it makes a demand 
upon the skill and enterprise of the city hardly second to any that 
has been presented. Big transit projects have not become such an 
evervday affair that they can safely be dealt with indifferently. 
Certain general considerations apply positively to the Charles- 
town reconstruction and extension. Aside from the safeguards as

an armed clash not many weeks ago, But it 1s precisely this stra- 
legic position with its potential complications and likewise with 
its promise of railroad construction on an.important scale that points 
to a rapid and thorough development of the economic value of the 
new oui deposits.
